Bucks County has only three 
judgeships, one now vacant, for 
a population of some 325.000. This 
is the .smallest ratio of judges to 
population of any county in the 
state and leaves the court over­ 
crowded.

Because the Excelsior is the watering place for 
the famous and near-famous, the passing causes 
hardly a ripple. I was a guest at the Excelsior and 
I suppose that it was because I had been blushing 
elbows with an occasional “name” most of my life 
that here I was as impressed as I was with the 
maid changing the soap in my marble-floored bath­ 
room. 
For example, Max Stiles, the Los Angeles sports 
editor; Jack Buck, director of St. Louis’ KMOX 
radio-TV; Betty Beale, nationally known Washing­ 
ton columnist, Isobel Hatfield, Stanford Founda­ 
tion’s travel manager out of San Francisco and I 
hardly skipped a breath in an animated discussion 
of the day’s fun and the later evening adventures 
when folks like Joseph Cotten, Broderick Crawford. 
John Ringling North and Yogi Berra ambled in at 
one time or another and sat down nearby with 
friends for a chat.

The storybooks simply don’t do justice 
to 
ancient palaces dazzling in splendor and fully aglow 
for historic festive occasions, as was the Presi­ 
dential Reception. 
I shook hands with Mr. Eisenhower —- how he 
can do all of this is beyond understanding — and 
then returned to the great and brilliantly lighted 
reception room to watch 4,000 people, most of them 
Romans, having themselves a night out at one of 
the ritziest parties in the memory of most. 


Something of a country lad at heart, I was 
frankly and simply awed by the red and gold hall­ 
ways of the Palace, by the great number of huge, 
richly tapestried rooms, by armies of butlers in 
colorful livery, and especially by the giant-size 
gold-helmeted Presidential guards. 


Those guards! Hundreds of ’em and none of 
them under six and a half feet tall. They stood 
as statues everywhere the eye could see through­ 
out the evening. If one didn’t twitch a finger oc­ 
casionally you would have sworn he had been 
carved and mounted by the ancients. 
And 
the 
Palace turns a jaundiced eye on basketball! 
But I guess I was mostly impressed, as one 
surely would have to be, with the beauty and gla­ 
mour of the Italian women, the sheer loveliness of 
their gowns, the handsomeness of the Italian men 
and their faultless dress and ever-evident groom­ 
ing. 


It was a glittering, spectacular, significant par­ 
ty, memory of which will remain a rich one. 


When the ball was over, in a way of speaking, 
my compatriot Stiles and I found it impossible to 
capture a cab. Since incessant rain of the past 
several days had .abated, we decided to walk home. 
Somebody said the Excelsior was only six 
blocks away, but after the first block it became ap­ 
parent that my sense of direction had deserted. We 
interrupted a busy traffic officer for instructions 
and since I couldn’t speak Italian and he couldn’t 
understand English we got ’em. 
Anyhow, he held four fingers in the air (four 
blocks?) and waved us on. One block later I went 
through a similar ceremony. Three hours and 50 
miles later, I think, plus 20 traffic cops, a dozen 
pedestrians, a sporadic shady lady, and profound 
weariness Max and I sighted the welcome “Exel- 
sior” sign. We had just finished traversing most of 
the seven hills of Rome on foot for an extensive 
nocturnal tour of the ancient city we couldn’t have 
bought for all of the lire in Italy. 
The irony was that the hotel WAS only six 
blocks from the Palace. The trouble was I had 
started for it like starting for New York by way 
of Miami. 


But getting back to this reflective evening in the 
Excelsior lounge and being real blase about movie 
stars only a table or so away . . . . 
I had had lunch early in the afternoon at Al­ 
fredo’s, where lunch is a ceremonial occasion, and 
if you dislike Vino Frascati in copious quantities 
with your fettuceine all ’Alfredo, filetto di tachhino 
dorato, pisellini freschni and macedonia di frutta 
gelato, then Alfredo’s is not for you. Yet, no world 
traveller of discrimination ever fails to check in at 
this famous restaurant in Rome. 
And this particular evening was quite clearly 
building up to a late, late dinner at the Hostaria 
dell’ Orso, Rome’s most distinguished supper club

This particular evening was the one which fol­ 
lowed Italian President Gronchi’s 
reception 
for 
President Eisenhower in 
the 
Quirinale 
Palace, 
which for centuries had been the home of the popes. 
I was less tired than reflective. Only two hours 
of sleep since leaving New York. However . . . 
I had received an invitation to the Reception, 
a strictly blaek-tie affair, and to be sure I was 
looking forward to attending, which I did. Getting 
to the Presidential Palace was something of an ad­ 
venture for it seemed some 4,000 other people want­ 
ed to arrive at about the same time. The traffic 
jam was horrendous. And no city can build a traf­ 
fic snarl like Rome.
